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Continuation of 3. NOTE: The new limitation "and shaft" in line 5 of claims 1 and 2 raises 112 2nd paragraph issues. The passage 
(defined by opening 104 in Figure 5B) of the balloon structure is not slidable relative to the shaft (26) of the balloon structure. In fact, the 
passage is simply a lumen defined by the balloon structure shaft (26). For clarification, applicant has previously elected the embodiment 
of Figures 5A and 5B. Applicant's argument that the passage is defined by being slidable over both the catheter body and balloon 
structure shaft is not supported by the specification and is considered moot. Applicant also argues that the slit (24) of Kramer is not an 
"axial groove." The office considers this limitation to be significantly broad enough to encompass the slit disclosed by Kramer.
